The Public Health Service an- 
nounced Tuesday initial grants to- 
talling $152,142 for a research 
program. The study will be con- 
ducted in Baltimore, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis and Oakland, 
Calif. on 1,500 married males, 
aged 45-54. 

Correlating the program will be

NO EARLY HALT OF 
TRAINS EXPECTED 


WASHINGTON—Rail unions are 
expected to announce that work- 
ers operating the nation's trains 
will walk out a week from Thurs- 
day if the carriers go ahead with 
plans to cut out thousands of jobs. 


There is no expectation, how- 
ever, that the move would mean 
an immediate stoppage. It is as- 
sumed President Kennedy would 
move in under the emergency pro- 
visions of the Railway Labor Act 
to bar both sides from taking any 
action for two months. 


The railroads, despairing after 
a three.year report to reach job 
curtailment agreement with five 
balking unions, have announced 
they will put the changes into 
effect anyway Aug. 16. 


As the union leaders gathered 
here to agree on a stand, one of 
them, H. E. Gilbert, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, told a 
reporter: 


“I don't think the men will work 
under those circumstances." 


Gilbert said he expected a for 
mal statement later today after 
talks with chiefs of the Engineers 
Conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men's unions. 


There still remained a cha» 
however, that the 200,000 union 
members would rely first on an ap- 
peal from the decision of a federal | 


judge in Chicago who ruled out 
court intervention in the dispute. 

In Chicago the unions set up a 
joint news conference for 1 p. m., 
CDT, to follow a morning court 
session set by Judge Joseph Sam 
Perry to issue his formal ruling. 

If the strike action were ordered 
and Kennedy took the emergency 
action available to him, a board 
named by the President would in- 
vestigate the issues and report 
recommendations for a settlement. 
That would put off a strike threat 
until mid-October at least.

Dr. Good presented new evi- 
dence greatly strengthening 
this theory about the thymus 
gond in a Bu r he delivered 

ore the eration of Amer- 
ican Societies for Experimental 
Biology at Atlantic City. 

He detailed the results of 
experiments carried out in col- 
Jaboration with other scientists 
which, he said, provide evi- 
dence that the thymus is a key 
organ in the body's endless 
struggle to protect itself against 
harmful substances. The thy- 
mus is located behind the 
breastbone in humans. 

Much of Dr. Good's study 
was based on observation of 
125 patients with agammaglob- 
ulinemia, a rare disease Oc- 
curring most often in children 
whose bodies fail to produce 
gamma globulin, the substance 
in the blood which forms anti- 
bodies to fight off invasion by 
germs and other foreign sub- 
stances. 

Further study showed the 
association of other diseases 
with agammaglobulinemia, in- 
cluding a high incidence of 
rheumatoid arthritis and re- 
lated diseases; leukemia and 
Hodgkin’s disease (cancer of 
the lymph glands), and other 
disabilities suspected to result 
from malfunction of the im- 
mune system. 

This led Dr. Good and his 
associates to the thymus as the 
important organ of immunity. 
The theory was 
removing the-thymus of rab-

They proved later to be un- 
able to form antibodies in any 
way and thus could not throw 
off disease. 

Secondly, Dr. Good found 
that these same animals would 
accept skin grafts from other 
rabbits. Normally, skin can 
be transplanted only between 
identical twins. By this means 
the doctor was able to show 
how the natural barriers to 
tissue transplantation can be 
knocked down merely by re- 
moval of the thymus in the 
newborn. This phenomenon, 
the Minnesota pediatritian be- 
lieves, has a human parallel, 
namely agammaglobulinemia, 
where antibodies are usually 
absent. For example, one of 
the children with this disease 
now under study by Dr. Good’s 
group has been carrying an 
intact skin graft for more than 
seven years—even though the 
skin had been taken from a 
unrelated donor. 

Studies of this sort, Dr. Good 
pointed out, have been possible 
only during the last decade

“It’s tempting to speculate 
that someday we may have 
thymus gland banks just as we 
now have blocd banks and 
bone banks, in order to supply 
thymus tissues for persons 
whose immune response is be- 
low pas. This may also provide: 
us with a means of altering an 
individual's immunologic pat- 
tern by implanting foreign thy- 
mus cells when the need arises." 

The March of Dimes-sup- 

orted scientist pointed out that 
urther studies of animals arti- 
ficially deprived of the ability 
to produce antibodies are ur-' 
gently needed to provide in- 
sight into rheumatoid arthritis 
and other diseases which occur 
in patients with agammaglobu- 
linemia. 

Fundamental research aimed 
at unraveling these disease 
mysteries is already under way 
with March of Dimes support 
at medical centers throughout

cent experiments 
at the North Mississ 
Experiment Station, Holly Springs, 
have shown that ryegrass can ес- 
onomically use as much as 200 
pounds of nitrogen per acre for 
production of winter grazing. 


B. L. Arnold, agronomist at the 
Station, says more efficient use of 
nitrogen and more uniform dis- 
tribution of forage throughoüt the 
grazing season will be made if the 
nitrogen is applied in. split appli- 
cations - one at seeding and one 
or more top dressings. 


In the experiments, high rates of 
nitrogen also produced grass high 
in protein. The protein content 
of the grass increased as the rate 
of nitrogen increased, and decreas- 
ed as the season progressed, de- 
clining sharply in late May when 
the grass was maturing and making 
seed. 

These tests further showed that 
application of more than 100 
pounds of nitrogen at seeding re- 
duced the stand and Ше early 
production of damaging the seed- 
lings. 

Phosphate is considered im- 
portant, particularly for early 
grazing. Small increases in yield 
have been made by potash. 

Part of the nitrogen and all the 
phosphate and potash should be 
applied at seeding in late August 
or early September in North 
Mississippi. The remainder of the 
nitrogen can be applied in one or 
more top-dressings, depending on 
the weather.

Handling the dry cow properly 
is vital. They should be given a 
dry period of six to eight weeks. 
It is during this dry period that 
management often suffers. 

The cow should be treated well 
and fed during the dry period. The 
amount of flesh she carries at the 
end of the lactation period should 
determine how much she should be 
fed while dry, to get her in the 
best condition for calving. 


Generally from two to six pounds 
of a good grain mixture daily in 
addition to a liberal supply of 
good quality roughage will do the 
job. 

If the cow is a heavy producer 
and is rather thin at drying off 
time, feed about one pound of 
grain every 100 lbs of body weight 
For a 1,000 pound cow, this would 
be 10 pounds of grain per day. 
On the other hand, if the cow is 
just an average producer and is in 
reasonably good flesh at drying 
off, only roughage like good pas- 
ture or silage or hay might do the 
job.
